Winter's been kind to HRM, so far

weather Residents of HRM 
were set to wake up Friday 
morning to what has be¬ 
come a rare sight this win¬ 
ter — a fresh dusting of 
snow. 

Mother Nature has been 
relatively kind to HRM over 
the past three months, 
dumping only a dozen or so 
centimetres eveiy few 
weeks on Halifax and the 
surrounding areas. As of 
Thursday afternoon, the to¬ 
tal accumulation for Janu- 


aiy stood at 26 centimetres. 
That’s a major drop from 
Januaiy 2009, when 90 cm 
fell from the skies. 

“We have received less 
snow this year than in the 
past,” said Environment 
Canada meteorologist 
Cindy Vallis. “It may be seen 
as a little unusual... but you 
have to keep in mind that 
we still have Februaiy and 
March to get through.” 

Vallis said HRM has been 
spared several times as 


storm systems pass to the 
north, south and west of 
the region. Other areas 
haven’t been so lucky. 

“In Yarmouth, for exam¬ 
ple, they’ve actually seen 
more snow than usual,” she 
said. 

Just two months ago, En¬ 
vironment Canada was pre¬ 
dicting a “normal amount 
of precipitation” for Decem¬ 
ber, Januaiy and Februaiy.

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The province must pay Bay 
Ferries $3 million this year 
to not operate the defunct 
Yarmouth CAT Ferry. 

“I have no choice,” 
Tourism Minister Percy 
Paris said Thursday. 

One year ago, the Toiy 
government announced a 
Bay Ferries subsidy of up to 
$12 million. At the time, it 
was not disclosed the 
province would have to pay 
$3 million of 
that if it didn’t 
subsidize the 
company 
again this 
year. 

When the 
NDP rejected 
Bay Ferries’ 
desired $5- 
million to $ 10- 
million sub¬ 
sidy this fall, 
it was sudden¬ 
ly on the hook 
for sending 
six no-ques- 
tion-aslced 
cheques of 
$500,000 to the company. 

“We have no choice, no 
legal wiggle room but to ho¬ 
nour that agreement,” Paris 
said. 

“I couldn’t quite under¬ 
stand why we would have 
agreed as a province to give 
somebody money for not 
providing a service to the 
province of Nova Scotia,” he 
added. 

When the contract was 
signed on Jan. 22, 2009, an 
election was looming and

the polls. The Tories wanted 
to keep the ferry alive for at 
least one more season. 

“That was there basically 
for (Bay Ferries’) protection 
in the event that the other 
partner, that being the gov¬ 
ernment, pulled the plug,” 
Tory Leader Karen Casey 
said. 

Casey added they wanted 
to prolong the ferry’s life — 
and its economic benefits 
— until a transportation 
study due this spring could 
chart a way forward. Casey 
said they wanted a contract 
to keep the 
ferry going 
“regardless of 
who the gov¬ 
ernment was 
... until anoth¬ 
er alternative 
was found.” 

However, 
when Paris 
asked Bay Fer¬ 
ries for a busi¬ 
ness case to 
support them, 
he para¬ 
phrased them 
as saying “we 
can’t give you 
a good busi¬ 
ness case as to why you’d 
want to continue this mar¬ 
riage with us.” 

The government walked 
away and Bay Ferries subse¬ 
quently received its termi¬ 
nation fee. 

The Tories and Liberals 
both attempted yesterday 
to shift blame away from 
the previous government 
and onto the NDP for not 
supporting the ferry.

‘Gentle, kind spirit’ mourned 

700 officers march in farewell to Mountie killed in Haiti earthquake

A former Nova Scotia 
Mountie from New 
Brunswick who died in the 
earthquake in Haiti was 
remembered Thursday as 
a doting father, a gentle 
man who wanted to serve 
others, and a practical jok¬ 
er who became best 
friends with everyone he 
knew. 

About 700 police officers 
marched in a procession to 
St. Gertrude’s Roman 
Catholic Church in Wood- 
stock, N.B., before the 
RCMP regimental funeral 
for Sgt. Mark Gallagher. 
Some 350 people packed 
the small brick church for 
the service, while an over¬ 
flow of mourners watched 
the funeral on television at 
a local civic centre in Wood- 
stock and at the Moncton 
Wesleyan Church. 

Gallagher, a well-known 
RCMP spokesman for Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, 
was in Port-au-Prince as part 
of the United Nations train¬ 
ing force when the earth¬ 
quake struck the island na¬ 
tion on Jan. 12. 

Rev. Wesley Wade said he 


knew Gallagher when he 
was growing up in Bathurst 
and followed his career 
with the RCMP, where he 
would often handle difficult 
situations as a media rela¬ 
tions officer with the police 
force. 


“Mark discharged his re¬ 
sponsibility with dignity, 
with respect and with a 
great deal of compassion,” 
he said in French. 

Rev. Karl Ingersoll, the 
pastor of the First Wesleyan 
Church in Fredericton, said 


his friend was an avid run¬ 
ner and well-known practi¬ 
cal joker. 

The 50-year-old married 
father of two adult children, 
Heather and Shane, was also 
remembered for his service 
to others, particularly the 


disadvan¬ 
taged. 

Lisa Gal¬ 
lagher said 
her husband 
had patience 
for every¬ 
one, which 
Sgt. Mark was some-

when he ran into people he 
knew in local grocery 
stores. 

Lisa also said her husband 
— whose guilty pleasure 
were bags of potato chips 
that he was known to hide 
around the house — rarely 
got angry. “Mark was a gen¬ 
tle, kind spirit.” 

But his last trip home 
from Haiti at Christmas was 
different. 

“Mark was conflicted on a 
number of different levels,” 
she said. “He had tremen¬ 
dous trouble reconciling 
our lifestyle to the misery 
he was seeing in Haiti. He 
wanted to return to Haiti, 
yet he did not want to leave 
me alone in Northampton 
over the winter months.”

Keep Naugle in jail: MADD chief 

Serial drunk driver hasn't proven he's not a danger to public, president says

The national president of 
MADD Canada says no jail 
term is long enough under 
the present circumstances 
for a serial drunk driver 
waiting to be sentenced 
for his latest conviction. 

Margaret Miller said Terry 
Naugle deserves to remain 
behind bars until it can be 
proven he is no longer a 
danger to the public when 
behind the wheel. 

“He hasn’t proved that 
yet — not at all,” Miller, a 
Shubencadie resident, said 
Thursday. “As long as there 
are cars out there and he’s 
in the same mind he has 
been the last 22 times he’s 
been caught, he’ll continue 
to drive, and drink and 
drive.” 

Naugle, who is from the 
Truro region, has 22 convic¬ 
tions for impaired driving 
or refusing the breathalyzer 
dating back to 1978. 

His length of incarcera¬ 
tion has risen from 30 days 
in jail to three and a half 
years following a March 
2006 arrest. 


Now, Naugle is waiting to 
be sentenced on his latest 
conviction — a March 28, 
2009, incident where, while 
impaired, he hit the McMil¬ 
lan family’s vehicle at the 
Enfield on-ramp to High¬ 
way 102. 

Naugle pleaded guilty in 
October and a sentence 


hearing was held Wednes¬ 
day —with the judge choos¬ 
ing Feb. 12 for announcing 
the 52-year-old’s punish¬ 
ment. 

“It’s an absolute wonder 
he hasn’t killed somebody 
or hurt somebody seriously, 
or even killed himself,” said 
Miller, who sat through 


most of the court proceed¬ 
ings. “If that had happened, 
it certainly would have al¬ 
lowed for a much harsher 
sentence, but at this point it 
doesn’t. It’s unfortunate 
that it has to get to that 
point.” 

Miller is impressed with 
the resolve of the victims,

tences for Terry Naugle of 
five years for both impaired 
driving and for driving while 
prohibited — for a total of 
10 consecutive years in jail.

Larry MacKeigan, dealer 
principal of Tri-Mac Toyota 
in Port Hawlcesbury, told 
the Cape Breton Post he ex¬ 
pected Toyota to respond 
swiftly to scattered reports 
of accelerator pedals stick¬ 
ing in certain vehicles. 


“It doesn’t surprise me 
one bit they would grab 
this thing by the horns and 
wrestle it down no matter 
what the cost to them,” he 
said. 

The recall affects a num¬ 
ber of the company’s best¬ 
selling models, including 
the Camry and Corolla. 

O’Regan’s Toyota, the

It seems Nova Scotians are 
more than willing to bust 
out their wallets in 
support of breast cancer 
treatment in the province. 

Organizers of the Bust a 
Move for Breast Cancer 
event — set to take place 
Saturday at the Halifax 
Metro Centre — said 
Thursday they had already 
gathered $794,119 to sup¬ 
port the purchase of a new 
digital mammography 
unit to serve women from 
across the province. Their 
original goal was $750,000. 

“We’re thrilled with the 
overwhelming response,” 
said event chair Marie Mul- 
lally. “It shows that people 
really want to give to this 


cause. Breast cancer affects 
so many women, and fami¬ 
lies and communities.” 

Around 1,000 partici¬ 
pants have been gathering 
pledges for almost three 
months, said Mullally, and 
come Saturday, they 
will descend on the 
Metro Centre for a 
nine-hour exercise 
extravaganza organ¬ 
ized by the QEII and 
IWK Foundations. 

The exercisers will 
be led by fitness in¬ 
structors from 
around the Halifax 
Regional Municipali¬ 
ty, along with fitness guru 
and short-shorts enthusi¬ 
ast Richard Simmons. It 
will be the 61-year-old 
celebrity’s first visit to No¬ 
va Scotia. 

“One of our organizers 


was just speaking to him at 
lunchtime, and he’s thrilled 
to be coming to Halifax,” 
Mullally said. “I think he’s 
going to be a big hit.” 

Organizers are still hop¬ 
ing that the sheer number 
of people involved 
in the marathon will 
be enough to break 
two world records 
related to mass-fit¬ 
ness events. Details 
of the record at¬ 
tempts are still be¬ 
ing kept under 
wraps, but a repre¬ 
sentative from Guin¬ 
ness World Records 
is reportedly flying in for 
the festivities.

military A senior defence 
official was pressed Thurs¬ 
day on why military chop¬ 
pers were away on training 
when Cougar Flight 491 
crashed last March off 
Newfoundland and why 
search-and-rescue re¬ 
sponse times lag behind 
those of other countries. 

Under questioning by 
MP Jack Harris, Col. Paul 
Drover told an inquiry into 
offshore helicopter safety 
that emergency response 
on March 12 wasn’t under¬ 
mined by the fact that 
choppers based in Gander, 
N.L., were two hours away 


instead of one. 

“We had the Halifax 
search-and-rescue region, 
the standby posture was in 
place, so we did not reduce 
our capability at any time 
during that training exer¬ 
cise,” said Drover. “It was 
just a function of the loca¬ 
tion.” 

All three search-and- 
rescue Cormorants based 
in Gander were near Syd¬ 
ney on training when the 
Cougar helicopter flight 
went down about 60 kilo¬ 
metres east of St. John’s. 

Seventeen of 18 people 
onboard were killed. 


Harris said it’s tough to 
square Drover’s comment 
with the military’s own ad¬ 
mission that it took twice 
as long for Cormorants to 
reach the disaster scene 
from Cape Breton as it 
would have from Gander. 

Maj. Denis McGuire con¬ 
firmed in the days after 
the tragedy the choppers 
arrived in two hours in¬ 
stead of one. 

Drover said he couldn’t 
compare Canada’s search- 
and-rescue response times 
to other countries because 
he didn’t know them.

The province’s education 
minister won’t say 
whether she will adopt 
tough new law changes to 
coral students back into 
the classroom.

The consultation 

process runs until March 
12, at which point More 
said she will be willing to 
comment. 

She wouldn’t say 
whether any of the ideas 
could be enacted by the 
beginning of the next 
school year. 

“I want to be careful 
any decisions we make 
don’t have unintended 
consequences,” she said.

“So I have to make sure 
that we co-ordinate our 
action in a way that does¬ 
n’t impact negatively on 
students and some other 
initiatives already in 
place.” 

The report was written 
by a committee chaired 
by Howard Windsor, who 
formally had acted as the 
one-man Halifax Regional 
School Board when it was 
temporarily dis¬ 
banded in 2006 
The report was 
completed in Sep¬ 
tember and pre¬ 
sented to More in 
late October. She 
said the delay in its 
public release was 
due to the com¬ 
plexity of the is¬ 
sues. 

Other recommenda¬

Harpers calls for G20 unity 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is warning other 
G20 leaders that the very 
body that eased the world 
out of recession could fail 
unless countries put their 
differences aside. 

“It will stand or fall on its 
ability to demonstrate in 
the months to come to 
come the same co-opera¬ 
tive spirit it has shown 
over the past year,” Harper 
told an audience of 
bankers, business execu¬ 
tives, government leaders 
and economists. 

“I am hopeful.” 

In a speech Thursday at 
the Davos World Economic 
Forum in Switzerland, the 
prime minister laid out his 
priorities for the G20 and 
G8 summits that Canada 
will host at the end of June. 

He credited unprece¬ 
dented co-operation 

among G20 members for 


cushioning the blow of the 
recession last year, but said 
countries now need to em¬ 
brace what he is calling 
“enlightened sovereignty.” 

That’s when a country 
acts in the best interests of 
others because, in the end, 
the country’s own self-in¬ 
terests will benefit. 

“When the G20 resumes 
in Toronto, the discussion 
should be ... less about nar¬ 
row self-interest in sover¬ 
eignty’s name, than an ex¬ 
panded view of mutual in¬ 
terest, in which there is 
room for all to grow and 
prosper.” 

He said G20 countries 
need to get on the same 
page when it comes to 
cracking down on banking 
activity, implementing 
stimulus programs and de¬ 
signing exit strategies to 
eventually reduce debt.

Politics of decorum 


The U.S. Supreme Court 
justices may never show 
up again, journalist Chris 
Matthews is on the 
defensive and 
Republicans are taking is¬ 
sue with being chided for 
their partisanship. 

State of the Union ad¬ 
dresses historically disap¬ 
pear into the ether, having 
not the slightest impact on 
a president’s standing in 
the polls, given a cynical 
public that considers the 
events little more than 
primetime advertisements 
for the current administra¬ 
tion. 

But U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s speech and its af¬ 
termath was the talk of 
Washington Thursday — 
in particular, Supreme 
Court Justice Samuel Ali- 
to’s response to Obama’s 
criticism about a recent 
high court ruling to roll 
back limits on corporate 
spending on political cam¬ 
paigns. 

In keeping with tradi¬ 
tion, the other five judges 
in attendance sat stone¬ 
faced through much of the 
address; an ailing Ruth 
Ginsburg even nodded off. 


• Wednesday's speech saw 
what was considered a breach 
of decorum on behalf of both 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Samuel Alito and U.S. 

President Barack Obama — 

Supreme Court justices, af¬ 
ter all, must not appear to 
be partisan. 

But Alito, a George W. 
Bush appointee, shook his 
head, furrowed his brow 
and uttered “not true, not 
true” when Obama said, er¬ 
roneously, that the court 
had reversed a century of 
law with its decision. 

Matthews, the MSNBC 
host, was under fire for the 
remark he made while 
praising Obama’s “post- 
racial” presidency and his 
role in helping to end 
racial prejudice: “I forgot 
he was black.” 

Those five words imme¬ 
diately caused a frenzy on 
Twitter and in the blogos- 
phere, with hundreds of 
commenters either ques¬ 
tioning what Matthews 
meant or openly accusing 
him of racism. 


Alito for responding, and Oba¬ 
ma for criticizing the Supreme 
Court, even though Abraham 
Lincoln once expressed his 
disgust for a pro-slavery 
Supreme Court ruling. 

Matthews returned to 
the air soon after to ex¬ 
plain himself — in short, 
that it was a thrill for him, 
having grown up during 
the civil rights movement, 
to watch a black president 
address a Congressional 
gathering made up of 
mostly white people. 

Republicans, meantime, 
were still smarting Thurs¬ 
day after being scolded by 
Obama for voting against 
every piece of legislation 
“just because they can.” 

“If he had an intention 
to reach out to Republi¬ 
cans, I can tell you it did 
not achieve the objective, 
nor did I think it was as 
much an assessment of the 
state of the nation or 
union as it was a political 
tirade,” said Senator Jon 
Kyi of Arizona.

Sometimes history is best left in the past 



ere is our ques¬ 
tion for today. 

- Should the 

Charles Morris 
House — a 
down-at-the-heels, 240-year- 
old wooden structure that 
once served as the head¬ 


quarters of Nova Scotia’s 
chief surveyor, but today 
sits, forlorn, beached and 
abandoned in a downtown 
parking lot — be resurrect¬ 
ed and spiffed up to serve 
as a living memorial to the 
man who is credited with 
laying out Halifax’s original 
streetscape (can you say 
Granville, Argyle, Hollis, 
Grafton streets et al) and 
property lines (including 
landmarks like Grand Pa¬ 
rade and St. Paul’s Church, 
which survive today)? 

Or should this dilapidat¬ 
ed old eyesore of a building 


be demolished instead, per¬ 
haps even burned to the 
ground as a final public ac¬ 
knowledgment of — and 
overdue mea culpa for — 
the reality that the self¬ 
same Charles Morris also 
played a role in the brutish 
expulsion of the Acadians. 

Katie Reid votes yes to 
the latter. Intriguingly, Reid 
is the “eight-generations- 
removed” granddaughter 
of the man himself. She 
says her family discovered 
Morris family history in her 
grandmother’s attic that 
shows Capt. Charles Morris 


took part in planning the 
expulsion of the Acadians, 
helping devise a scheme “to 
break their dykes, to burn 
the fields of crops they’d 
grown, to burn their homes 
... Maybe they should burn 
down (the Morris House) in¬ 
stead.” 

Perhaps not surprisingly, 
Peter Delefes disagrees. The 
president of the Heritage 
Trust Society of Nova Sco¬ 
tia, which saved the build¬ 
ing from the wrecker’s ball 
in December and still 
hopes to see it made useful 
again, acknowledges Morris 


did play an “unfortunate” 
role in the expulsion. 

But he notes “other im¬ 
portant historic figures also 
had a hand in that whole 
process, but I don’t think 
we condemn them on that 
basis.” 

Actually — and unfortu¬ 
nately — we’ve already be¬ 
gun to do exactly that more 
and more often. 

Consider Edward Corn¬ 
wallis. The once-deified 
founder of Halifax is now 
the subject of a persistent 
campaign to strip his name 
from public buildings, stat¬ 


ues and even street signs 
because of his treatment of 
natives. 

Perhaps it’s time we 
stopped needing to see our 
historic figures in such 
stark either-or terms, and 
publicly celebrate their ac¬ 
complishments while ac¬ 
knowledging — in equally 
public ways — their short¬ 
comings. That way we can 
have our history and swal¬ 
low it, too.

But we were hearing 
complaints about the three- 
day workshops (that cost 
$500), so we decided to enrol 
in one on real estate. 

The problems started with¬ 
in the first half-hour, where 
our instructor told us we 
weren’t going to get the tools 
needed to get rich. Turns out, 


this weekend workshop was 
just a primer—we needed to 
sign up for more advanced 
courses. And the cost? A 
mere $12,000 to $45,000! 

Throughout the weekend, 
we felt bullied and pres¬ 
sured to sign up for the ad¬ 
vanced courses (where the 
real money was to be made). 
There was some instruction, 
but when we met with real 
estate lawyer Bob Aaron, he 
called what we were taught 
“bad advice,” and said many 
techniques were “dumb.” 

To make matters worse, 
our instructor blew up at 
participants because not 


enough people took the op¬ 
portunity to shell out up to 
$45,000 for more courses. It 
left us questioning what fi¬ 
nancial guru Kiyosaki 
thought about it all. 

When we caught up with 
him, even Kiyosaki admitted 
there were problems with 
some of the tactics used in 
these workshops. 

Bottom line? That age old 
nugget holds — if a week¬ 
end workshop on how to be 
rich sounds too good to be 
true, it probably is.

Doubts cast on big 
employment pickup 

Surveys and methodologies show great disparity 


A new Statistics Canada 
employment survey has 
cast a cloud over its previ¬ 
ously announced large 
pickup in jobs in 
November. 

The delayed survey of in¬ 
dustry released Thursday 
found that employers shed 
33,800 net jobs in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Last month, Statistics 
Canada, reporting on a sur¬ 
vey of Canadian house¬ 
holds, found employers 
added 111,000 jobs in No¬ 
vember — a number that 
shocked many economists 
and seemed to signal the 
advent of a strong econom¬ 
ic rebound.

actual net gain of 79,000 
jobs because of a drop in 
the number of self-em¬ 
ployed.

out, but some suggest that 
the industry estimate like¬ 
ly more accurately reflects 
the current underlying 
weakness in Canada’s 
labour market.

Only two tournaments 
into her return from a 20 - 
month retirement, Henin 
has made it all the way to 
the Australian Open final.

“Justine hasn’t been 
gone that long, but it’s still 
a good story,” said 
Williams, who has a long 
and intense rivalry with 
Henin that has never in¬ 
cluded a Grand Slam final. 

The top-ranked Williams 
and the former No. 1 
Henin have played 13 
times, including six Grand 
Slam showdowns that 
went as far as only the 
semifinals. Serena holds a 
7-6 edge in their overall 


matchups. In Grand Slams, 
Henin leads 4-2. 

“We bring out the best 
game in each other,” said 
the 28-year-old Williams. 
“I think that we both just 
play our hearts out. I think 
that’s what creates a good 
rivalry.” 

The last time Williams 
played a Belgian at a Grand 
Slam, it didn’t go so well. 
Williams’ tirade over a line 
call in her U.S. Open semi¬ 
final against Kim Clijsters 
cost her a record $82,500 
US fine.

Traditional favourites Canada, U.S. expected to play for gold 


Four years ago, Sweden 
rocked the women’s 
hockey world by 
upsetting the United 
States in the semifinals 
at the Turin Olympics. 

But don’t expect a repeat 
in Vancouver. 

While Finland and Swe¬ 
den appear to be closing 
the gap between the North 
Americans and Scandina¬ 
vians, the traditional world 
order in women’s hockey 
will likely be re-established 
at the 2010 Games. 

The Canadian and Ameri¬ 
can hockey federations 
have put the full weight of 
their resources behind 
their Olympic teams and 
their preparation surpasses 
any other country. 

For that reason, defend¬ 
ing champion Canada and 
the U.S. are expected to 
meet for the gold medal 


Canadians on their home 
soil this time. 

“We’re not in this to fin¬ 
ish second,” says U.S. head 
coach Mark Johnson. 

On the other side of the 
rivalry is Canada’s Melody 
Davidson of Oyen, Alta. She 
was the only female head 
coach at the 2006 Olympics 
and remains so in 2010. 

The queen of prepara¬ 
tion, Davidson left nothing 
to chance in 2006. No coun¬ 
try was as ready as Canada 
and she’s kept the same ap¬ 
proach for 2010.

Sweden’s semifinal win 
in Turin marked the first 
time Canada and the U.S. 
didn’t meet in an Olympic 
or world championship fi¬ 
nal. Canada defeated the 
Swedes 4-1 for gold. 

The Americans were ill- 
prepared in 2006. The play¬ 
ers did not practise or play 
as many games together as 
they had for the 2002 
Olympics in Salt Lake City. 
It showed. 

The U.S. didn’t skimp on 
preparation this time. Non¬ 
college players spent all of 


last winter together in 
Blaine, Minn. They were 
joined in August by colle¬ 
giate players taking the 
school year off to play in 
the Olympics. 

The U.S. has been the 
dominant country heading 
into the Games after win¬ 
ning back-to-back world 
championships for the first 
time. Only recently has 
Canada, winner of two 
straight Olympic gold 
medals, regained the upper 
hand against their Ameri¬ 
can rivals with a 7-3 record 
in exhibition and tourna¬ 
ment games since Aug. 1. 

When women’s hockey 
made its Olympic debut in 
Nagano, Japan in 1998, the 
U.S. won the first Olympic 
gold medal. Four years lat¬ 
er, Canada took the gold in 
Salt Lake.

Channing Tatum has 
worked in his fair share of 
genres, from indie films (A 
Guide to Recognizing Your 
Saints) to dance flicks 
(Step Up) to blockbusters 
(G.I. Joe).

Dear John, the Alabama

When you get 
them away from their mili- 
taiy stuff, they’re just nor¬ 
mal kids that are just a lit¬ 
tle crazier than most. And 
they’re all insanely intelli¬ 
gent as well.”

review The best joke in 
High Life is also the first, as 
the film’s main character — 
a washed-out parolee/mor¬ 
phine addict played by Tim¬ 
othy Olyphant — informs 
us via voice-over that, as far 
back as he could remember, 
he had always wanted to be 
a lawyer. 

It’s a winking paraphrase 
of Ray Liotta’s scene-setting 
reminiscence in Goodfellas, 
and while Gary Yates’ Win¬ 
nipeg-set period thriller is¬ 
n’t a patch on Martin 
Scorcese’s 1990 classic, it 
does reiterate one of its key 
themes: being a criminal is 
especially difficult when 
you’re high as a kite. 

Dick’s multi-part plan 
to defraud a series of ATM 
machines (brand new as 
of the film’s 1983 setting) 
is actually pretty clever, 
but populating his crew 
with three fellow junkies 
— including his brutal 
former cellmate (Stephen 
McIntyre) and a callow 
ladies’ man he meets at 
an addiction support 
group (Rossif Sutherland) 


— is a less-than-genius 
move. 

Yates, who showed a deft 
touch in the grafter tale 
Seven Times Lucky, does 
well in opening up Lee Mc- 
Dougall’s award-winning 
play for the screen, aided 
in so small part by his 
game cast. 

Olyphant gives a nicely 
straightforward perform¬ 


ance, ceding most of the 
best lines to the glowering 
McIntyre. 

Seasoned viewers will 
likely predict at least a few 
of the film’s second-half 
twists, but High Life under¬ 
stands that it’s best to quit 
while you’re ahead: its 78- 
minute running time leaves 
a winning impression of 
briskness.

Edge of Darkness is 
surprisingly satisfying, a 
small, taut thriller with 
enough fury and bursts of 
sudden violence to draw 
plenty of comparisons to 
last year’s Taken. 

While trying to solve his 
daughter’s murder, an ag¬ 
ing detective (Mel Gibson) 
stumbles into a vast corpo¬ 
rate and government con¬ 


spiracy, mucking things up 
enough for the power play¬ 
ers to call in a high-priced 
clean-up man (Ray Win- 
stone). 

The driving force is Gib¬ 
son, in a lead role for the 
first time since 2002’s 
Signs. His features lend 
themselves perfectly to an 
emotionally stunted man 
dealing with dueling 
swells of grief and rage. 

This isn’t really anything 
new for Gibson, who’s 
been playing characters 
out for vengeance since 
Mad Max. 

But Edge of Darkness 
does a great job of illus¬ 
trating why he keeps com¬ 
ing back to these types of 
damaged, possessed men. 

The only real misstep in

the film is Gibson’s Boston 
accent, which slips freely

review When in Rome, the 
saying goes, do as the Ro¬ 
mans do.

Gareth has gone on the

“I really like the previ¬ 
ous two,” he says with as¬ 
surance. “There are issues 
I have with WAB, WAD, 
but I still think it holds up.

How mobile devices 
changed the world 



W ith all the 
hoopla sur¬ 
rounding 
Apple this 
week, I 
thought it might be fun to 
look back at some of the 
portable media devices 
that rocked our world. 

The Regency TR-i 
(1954): At $50, it was 
hideously expensive for its 
time, but those who could 
afford it need never share 
that giant console radio in 
the living room with mom 
and dad. Teenagers were 
free to take their own mu¬ 
sic — this new thing called 
“rock ’n’ roll” — with 
them everywhere. As a re¬ 
sult, the TR-1 and its de- 
scendents allowed rock to 
launch its social, econom¬ 
ic, artistic, political and 
sexual revolution. 

The 8-Track (1964): 

Jointly developed by Ford, 
GM, Motorola, AMPEX and 
the guy behind the Lear Jet 
company, the 8-track 
meant that music fans no 
longer had to wait for 
their favourite songs to 
come on the radio. 

The Cassette (1964): 

Invented at the same time, 
the cassette needed for 
tape formulations to im¬ 
prove to the point where it 
sounded as good as — and 
eventually better than — 
8-tracks. And because it 
was much easier to trans¬ 
fer music from records to 
cassettes, the mixtape was 
born. Record labels began 
freaking out over home 
taping. 

The Sony Walkman 
TPS-L2 (1979): Look 
around. See all those peo-

pie who have isolated 
themselves from the rest 
of humanity by plugging 
into some kind of device 
that envelopes them in 
their own private bubble 
of sound? Before the Walk¬ 
man, this kind of behavior 
was considered to be high¬ 
ly antisocial. That’s why 
the TPS-L2 originally came 
with two headphone jacks. 

The Diamond Multi- 
media Rio PMP300 
(1998): Not the first MP3 
player — that distinction 
goes to the MP3 Man from 
a Korean company called 
Sae-Han — but the one 
that forced the courts in 
America to rule that such 
devices were, in fact, legal. 
Where might we be had 
those judges ruled the oth¬ 
er way? 

The iPod (2001): When 
Steve Jobs returned to Ap¬ 
ple, he decreed that a big 
part of the company’s fu¬ 
ture was in something he 
called the “digital hub,” 
with the perfect portable 
music device at its core. 
Some 225 million units lat¬ 
er... 

The Future (2010-?): 

Who knows? If there’s one 
thing we’ve learned since 
the TR-1, it’s not the de¬ 
vice itself that’s impor¬ 
tant, but what the device 
allows us to do and the be¬ 
haviors that result. Contin¬ 
ue to expect many unin¬ 
tended and unforeseen 
consequences.

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) soy sauce 

1 tbsp (15 ml) toasted 
sesame oil 

2 tbsp (25 ml) dry sherry 
2/3 lb (300 g) lean rump 
steak, sliced into very thin 
strips 

4 cups (11) beef stock 

4 scallions, sliced 

5 oz (150 g) shiitake mush¬ 
rooms, thickly sliced 

7 oz (200 g) baby bole choy, 
leaves halved 

8 oz (250 g) instant fine 
egg noodles 

1 tbsp (15 ml) canola oil 


Add scallions, sliced mush¬ 
rooms and halved bole 
choy, and simmer 2 min¬ 
utes. 

3. Add nests of noodles to 
pan of vegetables and 
cook 2-4 minutes or until 
tender.
